Forecasting a $25,268 in- 
crease in school district ex- 
penditures, and a_ probable 
four-cent jump in the district 
tax rate, Upland school trus- 
tees last night tentatively 
adopted a 1948-49 budget of 
$235,588. 

The action will presumably 
| be made final August 3 when 
the public budget meeting, as 
required by law. is held. 

Largest additional outlay in the 
tentative budget is for teachers’ 
salaries, This item was jumped 
to $117,820 in 1947-48 to $138,- 
620.00 for the coming year—an 
increase of $20,800. 

Increased by $4,000 was the un- 
distributed reserve fund. Trus- 
tees acted on this after conclud- 
ing that last year’s reserve of 
$2,000 was: insufficient for a dis- 
trict of this size. The new figure 
is $6,000. 
| The district tax rate, now at 
the legal maximum or 90 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation, may 
be increased by state law for pure 
poses of paying salaries only. 

An additional sum approximat- 
ing $2,200 will be raised by this 
method, pushing the levy to an 
expected 94 cents.
